The prior arts of record do not teach a system and a method for enabling a 
software manufacturer to collect, create and record a set of data points in a local 
session file. These data points are associated with an instrumentation session which Is 
initiated to measure a parameter and to obtain a value concerning (e.g., a status, 
condition, action, usage, event or other measurable property) of the local computer and 
an identifier of the local computer obtained while the local computer executes an 
application. 

Moreover, the method further comprises the step of transmitting the session file 
to an upload server computer for further processing.
